The lowa picnle held at Riverside
park yesterday afternoon wns o de-
cided saccess from many view points
The attendance was large, thos af-
fording an opportunity to former resi-
dents of the Hawkeve state for the
muaking of new weguuintances and the
renewing of old anes A program of
speaking followed the picnic dinner
whichh was served 4t noon while a
pumber of athletic and fun-making
vcontests  concluded the day. In all
about two hundred and fifty former
residents of lown were in attendance
and participated in the election of of-
ficers for the ensting year and the
making of hlans for several events
which will be fathersd by the lowa
Hociety of Arizona before the next
annual pienie, One of the most en-
Joved features of the duy was the
reading of an original poem by s
author Mr. Andrew Downing. Of the
ninety-nine counties in lown thirty-
seven were represented at the picnoic.

The day could not have been more
Ideal fur an outdoor gathering and it
wias long before noon that the mem-
hers of the society and thelr friends,
former residents of the state, began
to gather at Riverside. The coming of
the picnicers continued until the noon
hour when Dr. J. C. Norton, the pres-
ldent of the lowa society of Arizonn
anpouneed on behall of the ladies who
had bheen preparing the picnle lunch
thiat the spread was ready to be serv-
e, The tiable arrangements had been
in charge of Mrs. Gates and the
Mizgses Lardin Evans and Marietta
Norton, Messrs. Comstock, Duffy and
Tannehill had previously superintend-
ed the making of the coffes. So many
were the baskers and so dellclons were
the various picnic dishes that oyver
an hour was spent by the lowans at
the plcnic tables,

The tubles cleared away Dr. Norton
guve the assembiled guests a histary of
the forming of the lowa society and
the various events heretofore particl-
pated in by the members of the or-
ganization, Andrew  Downing  for
vears a resident of Hoone connty,
Iowi, and the Tfirst postmaster of
Boone, the county seat, read an ori-
ginal poem, “The Hawkeyves'™ Mr,
Duwning, the year before, had com-
posidd the lowa song which wasx later
sung In chorus by the assemblage, The
address of the day, “Early Reminls-
cences of lown,” was made by Judge
G. W, Barruws, a former resldent of

‘ayne county. It had been the speik-
or's advantage to have been n resi-
dent of lowa for many vears Ffollow-
ing 1870 and he had traveled or resid-
&4 in every county of the state, His
lirst visit to Towa, however, was made
when a boy of ten years of age in
1858 when as a truant he ran aAwny
from his home in Hiinois. The speak-
er was thoroughly versed with the
subjéct of his oddress and higs de-
livery wus particularly pleasing, He
made many comparisons showing to
the advantage of lowa in referente to
other states the financial condition of
the home state, the low rate nf fl-
literacy. good roads milenge, the trans-
portation racilities which made possi-
Lle unusual market conditions.

In connection with the market con-
ditions he told the story of the 1910
bumper e¢orn crop when lowa harvest-
ed over $37,000,000 worth of corn, He
recalled to the minds of his listéners
that Jowa has no bonded debt and that
none I8 permissible under the state
constitution, only for the purpose of
repelling  an invaslon in the  con-
finrency of war. He spoke: of (he
dalry aesanrces of Towa poinung out
thie el that the state of Npw Yok
alone exceeds that stiute of all the
sttes in the union in the vialue of
such prodiucts,

C. W, Comstock told several goud
stories on and about Jlowans. He
wias followed by Herbert W. Patrick
